Men will-be drawn from every de- 
nomination and from every walk of 
jife as delegates to the big convention: 
With the selection of the First Baptist 
church, a meeting place has been se- 
cured which is centrally located and 


easily accessible to business men. The 
work of registration will be under the 
general direction of James. Morton, 
formerly of Athens, Ga., and Richmond, 
Va., who is executive secretary for the. 
Atlanta convention. 

Since the opening of headquarters 
last week at the Ansley hotel, scores 
of people have visited the office of. 
the convention, on the mezzanine floor 
of the hotel, to obtain further details 
of the convention and to offer their 
services in the campaign in Atlanta. 
The quéstion has often been asked: 
“What is the Laymen’s Missionary 
Movement and what is its object?” 

4 Men’s Movement. 

The ultimate object of the conven- 
tion campaign of the Laymen’s Mis- 
sionary Movement is the church-wide 
enlistment of men for world-wide con- 
quest in the name of = Christ. The 
movement, being interdenominational 
in its scope, works as a. stimulation: to 
the men within their own. churches, 
and thus enables the various denomi- 
nations to obtain greater work and re- 
sults from its members than. before 
the conventions were held. Conventions 
are being held in 71 different cities of 
the United States, and the campaign 
will reach a climax in a mammoth mis- 
sionafy congress at .ashington, D. C., 
next April. This is the second national 
campaign held under the auspices of 
the movement, the first one being dur- 
ing the winter of 1909-10, and including 
75 cities in. America. 

The immediate urgent need for the 
campaign this year-is the failure of the 
Sreat Protestant powers of Europe, on 
whom the burden of missionary re- 
sponsibility has hitherto rested.

United States 
of America. To present this obligati 
and to enlist the abundantly compe- 
tent manhood of the churches in this 
great and unprecedented world task 
will be the main object of this cam- 
patgn.

“To emphasize the adequacy of the 
Gospel to meet modern social condi- 
tions. 

“To increase the spiritual power and 
efficiency of the local church. 

“To secure the general use of the 
best methods of missionary education 
and finance. 

“To inspire laymen to. take their 
part in the extension of the Kingdom 
of Christ.”

The following reply was sent to the 
United States department of interior, 
bureau of education, in answer to the 
question, “What are your clubs doing 
for better home conditions and edu- 


cation of Georgia?” 

“Our Georgia federation has a coun- 
try lHfe department that is doing no- 
table work for better homes in the 
rural districts by creating community 
interest for civic improvement, mar- 
keting, etc. 

“Our education department has inter- 
ested the women in nearly every sec- 

mn of the state to work for ‘better 
achools. Through this influence many 
achools have been standardized, moth- 
ers’ meetings have been held, schools 

ve been made the social centers, can- 
ming clubs organized, model kitchens 
demonstrated what can be made at 
small cost at home. 

“Our domestic science department 
has encouraged county domestic science 
teachers for rural schools. Fine work 
of this kind is being done in many of 
our counties. 

“Moonlight schools’ are being en- 
‘eouraged for the benefit of adult il- 
literates, visiting nurses in many ci- 


ter home conditions. 

“Through the civic department clubs 
are co-operating with the country peo- 
ple in clean-up days. Educational cir- 
culars on the importance of home sani- 
tation are sent to parents in the coun- 
ty through the school children, and 
the teachers are rejuested to have 
civic and health programs in the 
schools before clean-up week. 

“Agricultural rallies have been held 
in every congressional district in the 
state to teach better farming, market- 
ing and home conditions. 

“In the rural communities we find 
the best medium for home improvement 
work is the public school. 

“Our Georgia federation owns and 
maintains an industrial school for 
mountain children at Tallulah Falls. 
fn conection with this is a model 
cottage where the children are taught 
home-making. 

“Our federation also has a students’ 
aid fund, through which we are edu- 
cating 70 girls this yoar. 

“We are bending every effort now 
for compulsory education in Georgia.

Home Economic Department. 

Eleven years ago the Nationai House 
hold Economics association became the 
Home Economics Department of the 
General Federation. So at the last bi- 
ennial convention, held at Chicago in 
June, 1914, in the eity of its birth, 
this department celebrated its twenty- 
first birthday as an organization and 
its tenth anniversary as a department 
of the clubs. - 


Home Economic Teaching. 

Telling what the home economics de- 
partment of the General Federation is 
trying to do, Miss Helen Louise John- 
son, chairman, says: 

“Our aim is that of home economic 
teaching, which is the development of 
human efficiency. Home economics is 
that group of subjects which definitely 
deals with the development and con- 
servation of human efficiency. Home 
economics develops and.conserves, pub- 
lic health preserves, and civics uses hu- 
man efficiency. The subjects and the 
work overlap, merge, run parallel at 
every turn; they never interfere. 

“Efficiency is competent power. In 
order to tbe efficient, one must first 
make the best or a geod choice in 
those things which develop physical 
well being, the details of food, cloth- 
ing and shelter. ‘The factors of choice 
in these things is what home eéco- 
nomics teaches, but it does not stop 
there. There are three dimensions to 
life, and the art of life, to which all 
other arts are dedicated, is what the 
teachings of home economics leads to. 
The physical length, the-~ intellectual 
breadth, the spiritual depth of life must 
all receive their share of attention, and 
man must experience all if he is to be 
truly efficient. The ideal would bde 
reached could he be wholly and sym- 
metrically developed in all three. en 
would homes ibe perfect and war would 
cease to be. Our ideal is nothing less 
than the perfect human being.. 

“We earnestly desire the ciub wom- 
en to realize that in their own state 
colleges and universities, in their 
boards of public health, in the depart- 
ment of agriculture and the public 
health service of the government, -usu- 
ally.in «heir own state food: 
and in the work and publications of 
such organizations as the. America 
Home economics. assoctdtion, 
American Public Health and 
ican Medical associations. can be 
the information they want and 
help they need.” ;

SAFETY ON THE RAILROAD. 


For the achievement of safety fh train 
travel, the Pennsylvania railroad, perhaps, 
holds the record, at jJeast in this country, 
where we have not yet carried the doctrine 
of “safety first” to the point of achievement 
reached in some of the European nations, 
where even the thought of a railroad acci- 
dent is something remote and rarely enter- 
tained, 

Commenting upon the splendid record 
made by the Pennsylvania railroad, The 
Springfield Republican says: 


New Year's felicitations are due to the 
Pennsylvania railroad because of its most 
creditable and $0,000 p record in carry- 
ing over 361,000,000 passengers. in the 
past two years w ithout a single one hav- 
ing been killed ina train accident. This 
marks such a degree of safety in railroad 
traveling that in comparison with it 
one’s peril in croBsing a crowded city 
thoroughfare like Market street is not 
unlike that of a soldier in the trenches 
facing an ene A railroad train on the 
Pennsylvania's tracks would seem to be 
the acme of security. This is notably 
the case on the lines east of Pittsburg, 
where, in five of the past eight years, 
including 1913, 1914 and 1916, 4,000,000 
trains have carried over 620,000,000 pas- 
séengers without one meeting death in 
a train accident. This is, as General 
Manager Long says in his greeting to the 
employees, “a record for safe railroad- 
ing which has never been equaled.” 


Under, circumstances such as this a per- 
son is far safer in a railroad coach, even at a 
speed of 60 miles an hour, than he ig in 
crossing the street at Five Points or White- 
hall and Alabama with all eyes alert and 
ready to dodge automobile, street car or ice 
wagon. 

Possibility of railroad safety so well 
proven, the same means of insuring the 
security of life should be adopted by rail- 
roads throughout the country. In fact, safe. 
ty methods should be made compulsory by 
sions clothed with 
them. ; 
The Georgia railroad commission has al- 
ready done much in this direction through 
its system of track. and equipment inspec- 
tion, through which, no doubt, important 
results in this direction have been achieved. 

Notable progress has been made in the 
direction of the greater safety of rhilroad 
travel, often in spite of the most bitter cor- 
porate opposition, through the enactment 
both of state and national laws. Now the 
big railroad systems themselves are realiz- 
ing the value of it and applying safety prin- 
ciples in the most practical way. Some- 
times jt involves considerable expense, but 
the investment has proven a profitable one, 
and those systems are reaping the reward of 
their efforts. : 

The same sort. of safety system should 
be extended and applied to every railroad 
in the country. If it cannot be done other- 
wise, safety should be made by law the 
first thought and consideration of evéry pas- 
senger carrier. 

The remarkable results attained by the 
big railroad systems put us to shame when 
we come to think of the crudeness of traffic 
arrangements and regulations on our city 
streets, as evidenced by accident statistics. 
Street travel can and should be made just 
as safe as that upon the* railroad, where 
high speed creates reason for the fear of 
danger. 

Atlanta has just made a good beginning 
in thie direction, but it may take us some 
years yet to develop our traffic ordinance 
to the point.of such perfect safety as the 
Pennsylvania railroad seems to have at- 
tained, even at 60 miles an hour. 
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OUR-CUSTOMERS TO THESOUTH 

There ‘are other strong reasons besides 
those of mutual interest why the Latin-

THE COST OF THE WAR. 

We do not appreciate the cost of the 
European war because the finite mind, with 
its ordinary limitations, cannot take it in. 

We know that a million of.anygthing is a 
big sum; but when somebody says some 
thing about a billion, we think about it and 
discuss it as we would an ordinary topic, 
and without in the least comprehending 
what it really means, whether pounds ster- 
ling, francs or dollars or what not, . 

In seeking to impress upon the peoplé of 
France the meaning of the government loan, 
recently subscribed to. the extent of 14,000,- 
000,000 francs, a Paris paper the other day 
said it had been only 1,017,000,000 minutes 
since Christ was crucified. We look upon 
the minute as the shortest period of time 
within which anything worth while can be 
accomplished; , yet here is a comparison 
which shows that France has borrowed from 
her own people fourteen francs for every 
minute that has elapsed since the Cruci- 
fixion. ! ae 
Having glanced somewhat at big figures, 
even though their méaning may still be 
vague, read what The Springfield Republi- | 
can says, in even more incomprehensible 
terms, regarding the cost of the European 
war: . 

Statisticians presented yesterday to the 

congress of scientific men at Washington 
a terrible account of the cost of the 
war, which they reckoned more inclusive- 
ly than the treasury officials of: the 
belligerents have done. The cost of the 
first year is given, in billions of dollars, 
at $8, and the cost to the present time 
at t 56. while it is éstimated that if the 
war runs another year the staggering 
total of 88 will be reached. But this. is. 
apart from the value of the lives lost, 
which it is impossible to reduce to 
figures. An attempt at an estimate was 
made, however, with the conclusion that - 
. hy the end of 1916 the war will have de- 
ot ‘$2,000,000 lives with a capital 
$36,000,000,000. This added to

timés what:-the civil War cost the United

It is stakgering, beyond human concep- 
tion! There it is in dollars, ninety times as 
many as the minutes which have elapsed 
since the beginning of the Christian era. 

How can they pay it? The United States 
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have grown wonderfully in the last half 
centtiry, but with, the expenditure of only 
one-eighteenth of that sum, it cannot be said 
that they have yet, north and south, fully 
recovered from the disastrous effects of the 
civil war. How long, then, will it take 
Europe to recover from the terrible disaster 
which she has brought upon herself? 
Can you figure it out? 
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SEEING FOR THEMSELVES. 
Getting acquainted with one’s own coun- 
try is comparatively a new experience for 
many Americans. They have gained more 
practical knowledge of their country, and of 
the countriés to the south of us, in a year’s 
time, during which they have traveled and 
seen for themselves, than they ever had 
before.

found by the excavators in the mound, which, 
by the wildest flight of imagination, could 
give credence to these fairy tales, 

The archeological investigations of the 
Nacoochee mound, which stands or the prop- 
erty of Dr. ln G. Hardman, of Commerce, 
Ga., were undertaken jointly by the Bureau 
of American Ethnology of the Smithsonian 
institution, and the Museum of the Ameri- 
can Indian, sometimes called the Heye 
Museum of New York. The top of the mound 
which was leveled for cultivation some thirty 
years.ago now forms an irregular circle 
varying in its diameter from 67 feet to 83 
feet. From the field in which the mound 
stands to the top is just a little over 17 feet, 
while the circumference at the base is 410 
feet. It is evident, however, that the size 
of the mound has chan somewhat by cul- 
tivation since its abandonment by the Chero- 
keés, not only as to height, but also in the 
extent of its slopes at the base: 

Following the custom of the Indians of 
the south, the Cherokees built this mound, 
partiy for domicile and partly for cemetery 
purposes, by piling up,the rich alluvial soil 


trom the adjacent fields. They did not rear 


it all at one time; generation after genera- 
tion is represented by the stratification ex- 
posed in the excavation and bodies buried at 
different levels with undisturbed earth above 
them. The presence ‘of its and the evi- 
dences of fires throughout the varying levels, 
and the finding of some objects procured 
from the white man in the upper part and 
near the surface oh the slopes, but not in 
the lower levels; in that the mound | 
was built up gradua and extended well 
iuto. the modern historical period, which fact 
supported by the statements of oldest 
bitants of the Nacoochee valiey. : 


. Beventy-Five Graves. 

The graves of seventy-five individuals 
were unearthed at levels varying from. near 
the top to below the original base of- the 
mound. - Most of the graves were unmarked, | 
but in some of them there were stone im- 
plements, shellg or shell ornanients, stoking |’ 
pipes, pottery vessels ahd — Egan 
Nearly all. the. akeletal remains, ..were. 
greatly decomposed. that pores sheet 7 a 
méasurement. was inmipossible; but an inter-’ 
esting fact was established when it Was 
discovered that usually the individuals were 
buried with their heads pointed in the ‘direc- 
tion of the sunrise. 

Near the very base of the mound two 
graves were found to have Been encased and. 
| covered with slabs of stotie; and in one of 
them a beautiful effigy vase of painted pot- | 
tery, the only piece of painted ware found 
in the mound, Was recovered. The type of

Too much cannot be said about the 
importaneé of thé care of the nap- 
kina. In order t6 Kkéep the skit 
healthy, the napkifie should be 
changed at oncé when soiled or wet; 
they should not be allowed to dry 
and be tised agaifi But should be 
Washéd thoroughly in hot suds aid 
bolled at least fifteen minutes, - at 
léast once.a day. 


Effects of Bad Air. 


When they aré removed from the 
baby. they should be allowed to lie 
in plain water until a convenient time 
for washing. After Washing. they 
should bé thoroughly rifsed. After 
they are dry, they neéd not be ironed, 
but should be pressed and folded 
smoothly with the hand; before using 
they should be perfectly dry and soft. 

If, after your baby is about a 
month old it begins getting pale, 


losés appetite, shows symptoms of. 


indigestion and vomits at times, stops 
gaining and takes cold easily, you 
may be Almiost sure it is because the 


child has hot had enough fresh air 
given properly. ’ 

Tt a baby is born in the sprifé or 
‘summer it should be put out Goore 
to sleep twice a day when one week 
old; ia wifter this should be post- 
sponed for one month ahd then care 
must be exercised. The room it 
which the baby sleeps should be well 


aired in the daytime, thé tempera- . 


ture. should never exceed 66 degrees 
to 68 degrees Fahrenheit, At night, 
during the first. three months, it 
should not go below 68 degrees Fahr- 
enhéit. After threes months thé tem- 
porature may go as low as 56° de- 
grees Fahrenheit; after the. frst year, 
it may @6 to 65 degrees of 6ven 46 dé- 
grees Fahrenheit. 


. Rules for Airing. 


When & baby is born in winter, the 
airifig should: begin when the baby 
ia 6né month 61d. The ¢hild should 
be dressed with bonnet and coat and 
placed in its crib afid Covered well. 
The airing should last about: fifteen 
minutes. The period may be length- 
ened ten or fifteen minutes each time 
until it is four or five months old. 


This sort of airing can take place in 


all kinds of weather. All wittdows 
should be thrown open, but gresit care 
should be taken that the baby does 
not lie in a draft. 
When thé child is a littis sider, it 
should be brought indoors only to be 
bathed and fed in the daytime. In 


very bad weather, whet the wind is - 


sharp or the ground is. covered with 
melting show or it is below sero, thé 
child should not go out but should 
take its nap in a wéll aired room. 


The mdset impoftant thing to guard 


against when a baby is out is a strong 
wind bDiowing in its face, chills or 
sunshine in its syes. 
If the “fresh air method” is used in 
raising your baby, you will soon have 
a big red cheéked child, for fresh air 
is just as héecessary as proper food 
and with a combination of both, « 
pretty good result can be predicted.
